Illustrated Lecture Before Bio 
loRical Society 

Many Interesting discoveries con- 
cerning c.e'l reproduction a.nd conjuga. 
j t:on. were made by Professor Lloyd of 
this University, ;ihd d».u. onstrated tu ii 
very Intcr^tlng lecture given by him 
before the Biological Society yesterday 
afternoon. Professor Lloyd has suc- 
ceeded In explaining many mysteries 
:n this Interesting side of Botany. He 
based hi.- lecturo. on the reproductive 
clament in Splrogyra longuta. a fresh- 
water algae The lecture was illus- 
trated by many remarkable slides show- 
ing every phase of conjugation ot cellj 
hi the plant 

The Splrogyra lorurnta. of which 
jVi fessor loyd showed a specimen at 
'he meeting, is a slimy string grctn 
substance. common : y known by such 
complimentary terms as water silk' <n 
mermaid tresses." It may be found »- 
long the banks of the St Lawrenîe 
pjyer - n faut, the specimens used by 
Professor Lloyd in his experimental 
work came from the river-shore at 
Verdun. He mentioned that although 
the plant was no-, handsome- as seeD in 
its habitat, when examined under the 
mic.-osoope it was observed to be tf 
beautiful texture.

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THE TEXT BOOK CONTROVERSY 



Over the border from the United States and right into Ca- 
nada, where it is now firmly lodged, there has come the text- 
book controversy. The bone, o r bones of contention, seem to be 
the books that purport to record the history of particular coun- 
tries. These, it is claimed by some, should be very carefully ex- 
purgated and still more carefully worded, so, that those who read 
them and study them may be imbued with the spirit of patriot- 
ism that is so desirable in persons of public and high school age. 

What concerns us more particularly, though the whole ques- 
tion is of general interest, due to its controversial nature, is the 
fact that a volume chosen by McGill University as a junior matri- 
culation text book has been made the object of severe adverse 
criticism by a local morning paper. The text book has been con- 
demned us far as we ^re able to make out. principally for two rea- 
sons: first it is claimed that it contains many references which 
the self appointed critic has chosen to describe in complicated 
phraseology as "American Propaganda": and secondly he con- 
siders that our high school students will be estranged from the 
ideals that have made our Empire famous, by the fact he is study- 
ing, in this case, the history of the whole world instead of that of 
his own Mother Country and those intimately connected with it. 
When he has reached the tenth grade, the pupil has had four 
'years study of British and Canadian history. From two addition- 
al years of application to the same subject .he woutch-probably 
gain nothing. He would in fact be blinded to the ^gr 
that other nations have accomplished and he would be unable to 
carry on an intelligent conversation on an historical subject, being 
able to tee tilings only through a glass focused in 
accordance wi:h the facts that he has imbibed as a result of six 
■^years study of elementary and select portions of British and Can- 
adian history. 

Those who claim that the study of the history of other coun- 
tries will estrange our youth from the British Empire misrepresent 
the truth. After having read of the doings of other nations their 
patriotism will have increased considerably. It is true they may be 
unpleasantly surprised to learn that Great Britain ha» been oc- 
asionally defeated in battle, and that her foreign policy has in 
lore than one case been hopelessly foolish, and that Great Bri- 
or Canada does not own the best and biggest of everything. 
3ut they will have been afforded an excellent meant of compari- 
son. They will learn that other nations too have committed serions 
blunders, that othc r nations too have done wrong, and they will 
be able to balance one nation against another with the inevitable 
result that Gre<it Britain'^cornparativcly excellent record will bring 
^er to the top. A finer patriotism will be the result. It will not be 
forced, it will not be false, it will be the result of diligent study 
- and application on the part of die student.

Fuced with the problem that to 
disprove these sites, ho must find 
oilier plausible nnon. Dr. Herben, as- 
sisted by his wife and Professor 
Brusendorf of the University of 
Copenhagen, delved into archive*, 
maps, and old munuscrlpls, finding 
data pointing to a. spot many miles 
from the supposed silo of Hcorot. 
Careful further study nlicltod more 
data of the typo desired, proving be- 
yond doubt turn Hcorot was („ this 
new district. Among the facts Jus- 
tifying I his new conception l„ an ox- 
lilbltion of nnclnnt treasure, eycavat- 
cd wllhln 100 yarch. of the „ow locat- 
ion, displayed at the Royal Museum 
In Copenh/ignn, ihn »lgnlflcancB of 
which had never before bee,, .roullrcd.
